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PRIZE MONEY FOR GRADES. 


In one of the last issues of these 
reports, I remarked that of the bulls 
porn not one in ten is required in 
pure bred herds, and that the other 
nine must either find a place in com- 
mon or grade herds, or become veal 
or beef. To dispose of all these bulls 
fit to head and improve the common 
herds of the country, it is necessary 
to convince the farmer-dairyman that 
Holstein-Friesian grades are vastly 
more productive in the dairy than are 
the scrubs or mixed cattle of the 
country. Breeders of pure breds 
know what these bulls will do, and 
the man who will not give full cred- 
ence to their words seems to them 
very pig headed and lacking in all de- 
sire for improvement. But a large 
share of the farmer-dairymen of the 
country are from Missouri as far as 
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well to somewhat reduce the amount 
of prize-money for pure bred cows, in 
order to set aside a certain sum as 
special prize-money for the owners of 
grade cows making the best records, 
with no division into classes and a 
minimum requirement for the win- 
ning of any prize. Is it not time to 
do something to prove the capacity 
of Holstein-Friesian grades? Would 
not such a course go far toward solv- 
ing the problem of the disposition of 
surplus bull calves at _ profitable 
prices?

Report of a Trip to View the Consign- 
ments of the 1913 Sale Contributors 


The readers of the World have 
doubtless seen some announcements 
concerning the 1913 sale, April 7-8-9. 
The management decided some time 
ago’ to: make a personal examination 
of every animal entered in this sale, 
for the purpose of rejecting all which 
failed to measure up to the required 
standard of quality. -It thus happen- 
ed that on the evening of February 
26th, I started from Lacona on the 
first tour of inspection, my itinerary 
‘covering the herds of Arfmann, Brill, 
Holbert, Steen, and Anderson, thus 
affording an opportunity to inspect 
some of the most famous animals of 
the breed, including the 40-lb. cow, 
Johanna De Kol Van Beers. 
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The first herd on my schedule was 
that of J. H. Steen, Kyserike, N. Y. 
Mr. Steen is one of the younger breed- 
ers, his first pure-bred having been 
purchased about two years ago. The 
farm consists largely of fertile bot- 
tom land, through which runs the 
“Rondout,” a tributary of the °Hud- 
son. Mr. Steen seems to have the 
proper progressive spirit and is con- 
templating the addition of modern cat- 
tle buildings in the near future. 


The first cattle to be shown me 
were a half-dozen heifers ranging in 
age from two to seven months. The 
youngest, and probably the most de- 
sirable of these, is a very straight, 
promising daughter of Pontiac Korn- 
dyke and the 25-tb. cow, Fleet Artis. 
Mr. Steen’s herd sire is a full brother 
to this calf. He is a very fine indi- 
vidual, and one that ought to prove a 
sire of great quality. The older ani- 
mals were milking heavily, and Mr. 
Steen states that he is consigning 
some of his very best producers to 
the sale, 

My next stop was at Middletown, 
N. Y., the objective point of course, 
being the Fairmont Herd, owned by 
John Arfmann. I had heard much 
concerning the quality of the Fair- 
mont herd, but I was hardly prepared 
for all the good things I saw, and 
among the entries to the Sale were 
some of the nicest individuals in the 
whole herd.

Editorials 





In another col- 
Prize Money For umn under the 
Holstein-Friesian heading “Prize 
Grades. Money for Grad- 

es,” we publish 
an extract from a late report of Supt. 
M. H. Gardner, in which he asks the 
question: “Is it not time to do some- 
thing to prove the capacity of Hol- 
stein-Friesian grades?” and suggests 
the setting aside by the Association, 
a certain sum as special prize-money 
for the owners of grade cows, making 
the best records. This proposal is 
made, if we have read understanding- 
ly, as a method of stimulating the de- 
mand for pure-bred sires to head 
scrub herds. We believe that this is 
a very wise proposal, and if acted up- 
on, will eventually solve the problem 
of surplus bulls. Of course, a sys- 
tem of prizes for high production 
would necessitate some system of 
registration. We have several times 
made suggestions along this same 
line, and we believe we can do no 


better than to quote from former edi- 
torials on the subject: 

“As to the establishment of some 
kind of a system of registration for 
Holstein-Friesian grades, say three- 
quarter bloods or better, and superior 
producers, we have spoken before. It 
seems to us that there are logical ar- 
guments in favor of the establishment 
of such a system. The Holstein-Frie- 
sian breeder may be supposed to have 
two interests; First, his personal pro- 
fit interest in the breed; secnd, his 
indirect interest in the improvement 
and upbuilding of the general dairy 
interests of the country. Two prob- 
lems are ever presented to the breed- 
er of pure-bred stock, the one growing 
out of the other. The first is the 
problem of surplus males; the sec- 
ond, how to induce the average dairy- 
man to improve the producing ability 
of his herd by placing a pure-bred 
sire at the head of it. It seems to 
us that the establishment of a sys- 
tem of registration for superior pro- 
ducing high-grade. Holstein-Friesians 
would tend to stimulate the demand 
for pure-bred sires, solving the first 
problem and contributing to his para- 
mount interest of profit, while at the 
same time it would tend to improve 
the producing ability of the dairies of 
the country, thus answering the sec- 
ond problem and contributing to the 
breeder’s interest indirectly as well 
as directly. In a word such a sys- 
tem would seem to benefit all in- 
terests concerned.” 

As long ago as May, 1909, we wrote: 

“There is one question that is al- 
ways uppermost in the minds of Hol- 
stein-Friesian breeders—that of sur- 
plus bulls. Various measures have 
been suggested from time to. time, 
such as voluntary or compulsory cas- 
tration, and the slaughter of a cer- 
tain percentage of males at birth. We 
have instances related of methods 
similar to these being resorted to with 
a view to remedy what has been call- 
ed over-production in other fields of 
enterprise—large stores of useful 
commodities have been destroyed or 
sunk in the ocean to keep up the price 
of the remainder. This may not be 
killing the goose that lays the golden 
egg, but in the case of the Holstein- 
Friesian it would be destroying the 
bull that makes the profitable grade. 
We do not believe there has ever 
been a case of over-production when 
the needs of the whole country have 
been taken into account. We think 
every breeder will agree with us that 
the surplus bulls of the breed would 
not supply one thousandth of a per 
cent of the herds in the country that 
would be benefited by the use of pure- 
bred sires. They will agree that this 
introduction of pure-bred sires not 





only benefits the dairy world, but in 
a general way becomes a direct bene- 
fit to all mankind. This being true, 
why is it not the proper and reagon- 
able procedure to adopt measures to 
stimulate a wider and more rapid in- 
troduction of pure-bred Holstein-Frie- 
sian sires? 

“To this end we have several times 
suggested the establishment of a sys- 
tem of Advanced Registry for grade 
Holstein-Friesians. As opportunity 
has presented itself we have talked 
personally with a number of breeders 
on this subject, and we do not recall 
ever having a valid objection offered. 
The only objection at all has been the 
vague apprehension that in as much 
as there are some most excellent 
grades, they might in some way stand 
in competition with the pure-breds. 
This, as we believe, is a mere fig- 
ment of the imagination. 

“The success of any system often 
depends upon minor features. These 
often need adjustment after the sys- 
tem has bécome established * * * * 
Only high grades, say, three-quarters 
pure, should be eligible to registration 
and only on meeting certain require- 
ments of production, determined by a 
supervised test, as in the case of the 
pure-breds. * * * ** We wouid estab- 
lish a series of prizes for highest pro- 
duction, as in the pure-bred system. 
We believe such a system would be 
self-supporting, and in time become a 
source of revenue. There is nothing 
surer than that this would greatly 
stimulate the introduction of pure- 
bred sires, since there would soon 
grow up a healthy rivalry in many 
dairy communities, where now there 
is none. The chance to win prize- 
money would be no small added in- 
centive. Only the grades. gaining 
registry and their female offspring 
would be benefited, since no animal 
sired by a grade bull would be eligible 
to registry. The heifers would ac- 
quire increased value but only for 
dairy purposes. They would have lit- 
tle increased value for breeding pur- 
poses since their offspring could be 
registered only on meeting the re- 
quirements of production. 

“We are firm in the belief that such 
a system of registration would greatly 
stimulate the demand for pure-bred 
sires, and tend to the solution of the 
problem of surplus bulls; that it 
would not come in competition in any 
way with the present system, but 
that it would tend rather to increase 
the number of breeders of pure-bred 
stock, since always and invariably the 
advance to high-grade stock creates a 
desire for pure-breds. This system 
would act as a feeder, rather than a 
competitor. It would soon become 
self-supporting and without doubt,

OHIO DAIRYMEN AND HOLSTEIN-

Holstein-Friesian World: 

We will enclose program of the 
Ohio Dairymen’s Meeting and you can 
see that arrangements were made that 
afforded many inducements to secure 
the attendance of dairymen and 
breeders. A great many Holstein- 
Friesian owners are members of the 
Ohio Dairymen Association and for 
the past few years we have arranged 
to hold our annual meeting at the 
rame time the dairymen have theirs. 
The Chio Jersey Cattle Breeders’ 
Club follow the same plan. 


Our next annual méeting will very 
likely be held at the noon hour, when 
we can get together as a separate or- 
ganization, have our own program and 
dinner. 

There has been proposed by the 
Ohio legislature this year some levis- 
lation very detrimental and obnoxious 
to the dairymen and breeders of dairy 
cattle in Ohio. These bills have 
been protested by the several Ohio 
dairy organizations. 

The advertisement of the Wood- 
crest farm on the cover of the pro- 
gram; the showing of stereopticon 
views, in which many Holstein-Frie- 
sian cows were shown and the fact 
that Mr. C. W. Lawrence, manager of 
Foos Brothers’ herd won first prize 
on market milk and the first prize on 
market cream, all contribute to boost- 
ing Holstein-Friesian interest. 

When the announcement was made 
of the awards on milk and cream, 
Mr. J. R. Ross was so elated that he 
could not refrain from expressing his 
satisfaction and he said to the dairy- 
men that the winning of these prizes 
by a Holstein-Friesian herd in south- 
western Ohio would create some en- 
thusiasm and encouragement in that 
section.
